('••itholic church has oliscrved the 
feast of 'rrinily Sunday one week 
ilfler I'entecost. Previous to that 
time the feast had been oliscrved in 
various countries ot divers limes, 
but in that year Tope John XXll, 
ordered its venertl observance at one 
particular time. 

The mystery of the Holy Trinity 
consists in this, that Ood, being in- 
illvidiially and numerically one, ex- 
ists in three persons, or in other 
words that the divine essence, which 
is one and the same in the strictest 
aiftl most alisoliite sense, exists ill 
tlirei person^ really distinct from 
each other, and yet each really 
iilcntical with the same divine cs- 
sciice. The Father is unbegotten, 
the Son begotitcn, and the<Holy Qhost 
jiroceecis from ithe Father and Son. 
Kaeh person is really distinct from 
the other, each la the true eternal 
God, and yet there is only one God. 

It is to honor each of these three 
persons of the Iri-iine (iod that the 
church litis set !iside one .Sunday in 
each yciir, and to call more par- 
ticular attention to the feast it is 
made the last day for Catholics to 
eonipiv with the i II Jiinct inn to rei'cive 
the sacraments of |ienanee ami the 
Holy l^neharist during Easter-tide, 
'riiere are comparatively few Cath- 
olics who wait until such a late day 
to comply with their annual ob- 
ligatory duties, btrt as there are al- 
ways a few who overlook the matter 
it. is not amiss to remind them that 
tomorrow will be Trinity Sunday.

It waa with great regret that the 

Irish-Americans of LouiBTille learned 

of the death of t ol. John F. Flnerty, 
cdilor of the Irish Citizen, which oc- 
curred Wednesday at his home in 
( hicago. He was sixty-two years of 
age, and is survived by a wife and 
two children, John F. Finerty, Jr„ 
a lawyer, and .Miss Vera, a senior 
in the' Chicago Cniversity. For the 
past six months Col. Kinerty had 
been ill failing health, and for some 
time past little hope vviis entertained 
for his recovers. Col. Kinerty litid 
been one <i< the most afrfrressiv e 
I risli-.\nicricaii wiiler>i of the 
last tvvcnt\-five years. He Inid 

been pi linenlly identified with 

both Irish and' American p<di- 
tirs, and long before he entered the 
field of Irish-American Journalism 
was recognized as a writer of force- 
ful English. He had. as an American 
Journalist, a graphic style -peculiarly 
his own. 

Col. Finerty was iMirn in Ireland 
and roo'ived his edinalion there. 
When qtiiti' a youth he lainc to .\mer- 
ira. In the early seventies he was 
a ie|i(iiii'i- iiti CliietiKo newspapers. 
Ilis enfi^v and tiliililv won liini pro- 
iiiolioti and added itnpeiiis to his nat- 
ural ainbition. In the war ;l^;alIlsl 
the Indians In 'TI-'T.", Kinerty \v;is 
the correspondent of the old Ciiieago 
Times, lie not onl.v innivhed with 
the soldiers, but he ate, drunk, slept 
and fought with them. He was recog- 
nized in Journalistic circles as the 
ablest of the newspaper correspond- 
ents then with the United SUtea army 
In the West. 

Later he entered politics and was 
..'.•iiril Id Congress from Chleauo. 
i i . -.,1 ,! ■ I \ (■ in Irish and Ca' liol ic 
oohntes nnd wa» regarded as a po-, 
litical power, lie is more lliaii six 
feet, tall, broad shouldered and has 
rich, mellow, musical liro(.;ue. Had 
he remained in Congreas until the 
jircsent time he would have divided 
the oratorical honors of the whole 
United States with Hon. Bourke 
Cockrun. of New \ork. UU first em- 
ployer In Chicago Journaliam was 
Wilbur F. Storey, a pioneer Journal- 
ist of the West. 

".Mr. Storey," said Mr. Finnerty, in 
discussing old times with a party of 
friends recently, "was a very stern 
man and quick tempered. Kverybody 
stood in awe of him around the olllce 
and u siiiiiiiioiis to ihe old man's den 
generally meant ;i houiiee or serious 
trouble for the unfortunate lecipieiil. 
One of .Mr. .SKn-e;, s pc( uliarii ies was 
never to take a inaii back who had 
h.'id the nerve to resign from the 
Times. He would tire a man In n 
rage and hire him again the next 
day, but let a man once reelgn and 
that ended him so far as getting work 
on that paper was concerned; that 
W!is the one niiptrihmable sin in tre 
old mairs eves. 

"1 once had the honor of being 
fired" by Mr. .Storev and rc-cnya^'cd 
Inside of five miiiiiies This Is how 
is happeiipd: One Saturday night as 
1 was leaving the oflice the city edit- 
or called me to his dc-k ami ya'.e 

me u Sunday night assignnu-nt to 
report the sermon of a distinguished 
New York ])reBcher who waa in Chi- 
cago on a visit. Sunday was my day 
otr. but ot oourae we were all subject 
to extra calls like this one, although 
I didn't relish it a bit 1 can tell you. 
The next afternoon some friends 
dropped around to my room and pres- 
ently a small game of cards was 
started. I became so interested in 
the game that I forbid all about my 
asljintneiit until nearly !t o'cdock. 1 
lastened around to ilie church only to 
timl the doors closed. I did not know 
where the visiting minister was stop- 
pi iiK so all 1 could do was to go the 
otiice and write a 'report' of the ser 
nion. I had known of the divine as 
a strong Catholic, so in the sermon 
I wrote tor him I lambasted the 
Protestants ▼igorously. 

"The next morning I discovered 
fit>m the other papers to my horror 
that my man had ( hanjied his religion 
and become a Crotesiant. so of course 
my sermon did nut liii the mark. I 
had a premonition of trouble on my 
wa.v down to the office and sure 
enough i had hardly Kot'en inside tlu 
door when the city editor said to im 
with ii dUibolioal grin. '.John, the "Id 
man has just sent out for you. lie 
wants to see you at once.' I made 
my way to the old man's sanctum 
with fear and trembling. When 1 
opened the door I saw a clerical look- 
ing gentleman sitting near Mr. Stor- 
ey's desk and I realised that my 
goose was cooked. 'Mr. Finnerty,' 
said Mr. Storey in his severest tone, 

did you write the report of Mr. 

sermon that appears In the Times 
this morning?' 

"I had to plead Kuilty and 1 frank- 
ly told hlni Just how it ha[ipened '1 
am very sorry, sir,' 1 said, and bow- 
ing to the minister, '1 also beg his 
reverence's pardon. I was not aware 
that be had changed bis religion.' 

" 'That win do, sir', said the old 
man curtly. 'You are discharged.' " 
At that the minister began to in- 
tercede tor me. He hoped Mr. Storey 
would not do anything so hatrah as 
that. He had not thought ot any-

naiiied Loiiij.'seach. that "of the 
hips," because lie caused to lie built 
many great ships. King Crlomthan 
invaded Uaul A. D. 'i'i'J, as did also 
his successor Nial of the nine 
hostages, and Dathy, who was killed 
by lightning in Helvetia; surely 
these Kings with their armies did 
not walk, neither diti they go in 
araviins. We also read of a naval 
engiigeniciil in Diindalk harbor \. 
D. belvveeii Ihe lii^li and Haiies. 

The old sagas tells us of e.\|iedl- 
tioiis fitted out to explore the 
Western ocean. .Most of the e.\plor- 
never returned, it is now well 
known that the Irish discovered Ice- 
land and the Faroe Islands at least 
I century before the Danes. The 
l.andnaniabak which gives the his- 
tory and settlements ot the early 
inhabitants uf Iceland— one would 
almost Imagine it was Ireland — 
makes freipietit mention of the 
naiiies of l\oriiiacU, -NJal (.Niall), 
K jarval ( ( a i ii il 1 1 , .Meldiin, etc., etc., 
mil Diciiil. the Irisli geographer, 
who wrote .\. I). 8-'.">, says: "If in 
now about thirty years since I wa:i 
told by some Irish ccelcsiast ies, w ho 
had dwelt in Iceland trom February 
to .Siigust, that the sun scnrcel} 
ever s.'ts there in summer, but al 
ways leaves, even at midnight, liglii 
eiKiiigh to do one's ordinary Vnisi 
iiess " .\nd ill speaking of tlie Karoo 
Isles Dieiiil says: ".\ certain trust- 
vvortliv iiionU told me that he 
icaclieil one of tlicni by .sjiiliii-r for 
ivvo slimmer days .-iiiil one night. In 
these islaiiils for almost ii liiiiiilred 
ye.irs there dwelt hermits who sailed 
fnmi oiir own liehinit. but now they 
ire once more descried, as they were 
in the beginning on account of tlic 
avuges of the Xorso pirates." 
We are told that St, Brendan jirc- 
|iai-ed "three Tcsseia with thirty men 
in each, some ciericH. wimc laymen 
and witii these he snileil to seek the 
■Western Land' over the wave-voice 
f the st rong-nianed sea. and over 
the storm of the f; recii-siilcil wave-, 
when' they lielicid a Ini nilii nee of the 
^;rcat sea vvhiiles. and tlicy fimiid 
Ilea lit i fill, iiiarveloiis islands. .\fter 
le lime lirendan returned home 
wliere Ilis people brought him treas- 
ures and gift« as if they were giving 
them to Ood." 

llrenilan's foster mother, St. Ita, 
now advised him to find out more 
tboiit those marvelous Islands and 
roiinselleil him t<i stiil in a wooden 
ship, so Brendan built himself a 
grciit, niiirvelons vessel, dls- 
tinvrnished and liUL'e. lie first sailed 
to Aran to coii-ort with St. l-^diia. 
but after a month he heaved anchor 
a-iil sailed once more into the WC-t. 
He passed Icebergs, visited islaiid.s 
on whieli were talking birds (par- 
rots), arrived in a warm climate off 
islands from which floated a de- 
licious perfume of flowers, sailed in 
a very clear water. In which the fish 
might be seen swimming at a very 
great depth, saw frightful volcanoes, 
visited islands where white people 
lived who spoke (iaelic, and in tine 

reached a yreat land with a mighty 
river tlowiliK to the west. 

'I'lie Itiiiil is described as radiant, 
fiiinous. lovable; a land odorous 
flow er snioot li. iiiiinonrnfiil. The 
eicat oeciiii tempted tile udventuroiis 
spirit of the (iael, and when they <lis- 
covered Iceland and the Faroes they 
certainly did not stop there. St. 
Brendan saw frightful volcanoes and 
a warm climate — might that not bt 
Mount I'elee in Miir<tini(|iie or somo 
oilier volcano in the West Indies, ili 
visited islands "where a white peo- 
ple who spoke the (laelii- la iiirnaiti-.' 
sliowim; that previiiiis naviL;atiirs 
had been there bcfin-e him. Tin 
Inea says: ".Men might possibly bt 
carried westward l)y wind and 1h< 
eipiatorlal current from more south- 
erly latitudes." Of course they might 
It Is stranm to note that the "West 
em Land" was called Hy Brazil 
called periiaps after the King of 
BraslI, who in very remote ages went 
to discover the Western land, but 
never returned. Did the present 
Ilra/il take its name from that tradi 
t ion ■.' 

Conaideriiii; that Kergil. who be- 
came .^rchblshoii of Salsbiirg and 
died In 78,"). taught the sphericity of 
the earth and the doctrine of the an- 
tipode*— a truth which, says Dr. 
Hyde, seems to have been familiar 
to Decuil— would it not be strange 
if the Irish had made no attempt 
to. discover the land in the Golden 
West? Perhaps when more of the 
old manuscripts in -the Boyal Acad-
